Venice classes 


Venice Local 965 of the 
American Federation of 
Teachers went on strike this 
morning, noting that its salary 
schedule for 1973-74 is the same 
as that for both 1971-72 and 1972- 
73 despite continuing economic 
inflation. No raise was sought in 
1972-73 due to the district's fund 
problems. 

School officials agree on the 
desirability of higher faculty 
pay but cite a financial deficit— 
aggravated by three tax rate 
election defeats within the past 
year. 

Several buses carrying 
several school pupils each 
arrived at the school this 
morning, the total turnout 
estimated at 15 to 20. 


With only three teachers 
reporting for work, school of- 
ficials decided to send the buses 
back without admitting the 
students to the school. 

In addition to most in- 
structors, the custodians, cooks 
and secretaries also are 
-declining to cross the picket 
lines. 

‘There were pickets during the 
morning at the Venice school 
and also at St. Mark's parochial 
school, where there has been a 
public school class for han- 
dicapped youngsters. 

If the work stoppage con- 
tinues, it will continue to 
prevent the planning of classes, 
Supt. John O. Pier reported. He 
said that, as of about noon 


Bi-state region 


approach urged 
to speed growth 


A. strong appeal for bi-state 
regional approaches to the 
solution of mutual problems 
was voiced here last week at a 
joint meeting of the Madison 
and Granite City Rotary Clubs 
by St. Louis County Supervisor 
Lawrence Roos. 

Roos, whois retiring this year 
after 12 consecutive years in the 
supervisor office, is chairman 
of the East-West Gateway 
Coordinating Council. 

The St. Louis County official 
based his plea for regional 
cooperation on the belief that 
key public officials and leaders 
of private organizations truly 
want both the Illinois and 
Missouri segments of the St. 
Louis area to prosper. 

All areas of this region are 
affected directly by the degree 
each section solves its local and 
regionally-related problems, he 
told the mid-week gathering of 
more than 100 at the Madison 
memorial recreation center. 

His first choice is for the two 
state legislatures to create a St. 
Louis Area Council of Govern- 
ments (Slacog, Roos com- 
mented. - 

Noting that Missouri 
legislators have tabled any 
immediate action on the Slacog 
proposal, the speaker said 
attention also should be given to 
achieving a wider range of 
activity by the Missouri-Illinois 
Bi-State Development Agency. 

Describing Bi-State as ‘“‘a 
sleeping giant,” Roos said it has 
sweeping powers to implement 
plans and operate a wide range 
of public services. 

It is governed by ten com- 
missioners, five appointed by 
each of the two governors. 

Slacog basically would 
combine Bi-State with East- 
West, the regional planning 
body which is governed by 
elected officials and appointed 


citizens, it was noted. 

Roos said he would not accept 
a salaried job with any of the 
regional planning and operating 
agencies, but did not rule out 
unsalaried service. 

The speaker was introduced 
by Madison Mayor Mike Sasyk, 
program chairman.

Master degree teachers are 
paid, in the first to tenth years 
of work, $8,795, $9,145, $9,545.

$12,395, $13,395 and $14,690. 

The bachelor-plus-16 schedule 
is $8,260, $8,620, $9,020, $9,420, 
$9,920, $10,470, $11,070, $11,870, 

$12,870 and $14,075. 
‘For those with bachelor 
degrees, the salary figures are 
$8,095, $8,445, $8,885, $9,245, 
$9,745, $10,245, $10,895, $11,195, 
$12,695 and $13,000. 

The pay figures are for the 
school year. The term lasts 
approximately nine months, 
September through May. 

It is asserted that 31 of the 58 
faculty members have reached 
the tenth year on the schedule 
and thus receive no increment 
pay raise. Those who advance 
from one education bracket to 
the next do qualify for an in- 
crease. 

“The board is not opposed toa 
sizeable increase because 
Venice teachers have not had a 
raise of any kind for the past 30 
months—not a salary increase 
or a cost-of-living adjystment,”’ 
Tolliver said. “‘We (the board 
members) agree that it is time 
they have a raise, but we just 
don’t have any money.””

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State switching to smaller cars — 


Can you buy and maintain a 
car now for no more money than 
it cést you before the oil shor- 
tage? Not if you replace your 
big V8 with a new one of the 
same size and horsepower. 

But ‘Illinois Department of 
General Services officials say 
they ‘hope to offset climbing 
automotive costs by using 
smaller cars. 

They don’t expect to operate 
the smaller cars for fewer 
dollars than it cost previously to 
run larger ones—and they don’t 
know, either, how much 
gasoline and tires will cost next 
year—but they hope to break 
even. 

Director Roland Burris said 
one-third of the 1,700-car fleet 
operated by agencies in the 
state government’s executive 
branch, excluding police cars, 
will be replaced by smaller- 
sized cars during the current 
fiscal year and another one- 
third during the 1975 fiscal year 
(July 1, 1974-June 30, 1975). 

The state probably buys its 
cars and all the things they 
eonsume for somewhat less. 
than the average citizen. But 
the standard, intermediate, 
compact and subeompact cost 
ratios may"be about the same. 

If you're looking at the luxury 
models you probably aren't 
concerned about saving a few 
bucks, Jim Murphy, General 


Service's ‘superintendent of . 


vehicles, says. 

He thinks another major 
saving will result from a new 
purchasing  policy—annual 
contracts. Under this 1974 in- 
novation, contracts are 
negotiated for the model year 
for all cars purchased for 
agencies under the governor— 
one contract for each category 
(intermediate, compact, 
subcompact). # 

Until this fiscal year, the state 
traded in its old cars for new 
ones. Now the old cars are sold 
at auction. Last February, 180 
autos were auctioned for 
$95,000. Most cars are more 
than two years old and have 
been run about 75,000 miles 
when they are sold. Police cars 
are replaced at 50,000 miles 
when they also are about two 
years old. 

In addition to a guaranteed 
price for each category for the 
entire year, Murphy said, the 
annual contracts eliminate 80 
per cent of the paper work in the 
department’s Procurement 
Division. 

He said the department ex- 
pects to save $180,000 by pur- 
chasing 600 small cars this 
year—most of them compact 
and subcompact and a few 
intermediates—instead of 
standard sized cars. The 
average cost of each in the three 
small-car categories is about 
$3,100 as compared with $3,400 


for a standard, he said. 

And, he added, the smaller 
cars will use an estimated 25 
per cent fewer gallons of 
gasoline and will cost less to 
maintain. 7 

The Division of: Vehicles, 
which has motor pools in 
Springfield, Chicago, Peoria, 
Champaign and Marion, 
operates 23 gatages and 45 
service stations throughout the 
state. It provides gasoline, oil, 
parts and maintenance for 25 to 
30 per cent less than the charges 
would be at’ private facilities, 
Murphy said. Last year the 
division’s garages processed 
93,000 jobs with 130 mechanics. 
The service stations provide 
seven million gallons of 
gasoline annually. 

During the recent truckers’ 
strike, the division’s stations 
remained open 24 hours a day 
and at no time were they unable 
to provide service for State 
Police and National Guard 
vehicles, Murphy said. ---*~ 

In addition to approving the 
purchase and sale of all vehicles 
operated by agencies under the 
governor, the division processes 
applications for their titles and 
licenses. 

Gov. Dan Walker's emphasis 
on energy conservation during 
the past year resulted in 12 per 
cent decrease in fuel con- 
sumption by state vehicles 
during the second half of 1973 as 
compared with the last six 
months of 1972. 

From July through December 
of 1973, the 8,800 vehicles used.in 
the executive brach of state 
government—including _ police 
cars, trucks, vans, snowplows, 
etc.—consumed 7,078,851 
gallons of gasoline. 

During the final six months of 
the previous administration, 
7,964,349 gallons were used. 
That’s a decrease of 885,498 
gallons. The savings would have 
been more than a million 
gallons if Mlinois had not been 
hit by two snow storms during 
December, Murphy Said. 

In many state agencies, 
executive travel and \the 
number of vehicles have been 
reduced, travel has been con- 
solidated and the use of public 
transportation has increased, 
he said. 

State mechanics deserve 
much of the credit for the motor 
pools’ good safety record, 
Murphy said. Under the 
division’s training program, 
some employes have received 
advanced training and taken 
their knowledge back to their 
fellow mechanics. 

He also pointed to a” new 
money-saving program con- 
ducted in cooperation with the 
state Department of Correc- 
tions in which prison inmates do 
minor “prepping” on cars to be 
auctioned. The work includes 


body cleanup and the removal 
of the state seal and dents. 
Money also is saved by a 
warranty program, Murphy 
explained. The major auto 
manufacturers have agreed 
that any parts found defective 
by state mechanics may be 
tagged for later price ad- 
justments. A defective wafer 
pump, for example, may cause 


- additional problems. 


Under the _— negotiated 
agreement, the state may be 
reimbursed by the auto makers 
for defective parts and the labor 
they caused just as their 
franchised -dealers are. The 
program is extremely effective, 
Murphy said, when the same 
problem turns up in. several 
cars of the same make. 

State agencies rent cars from 
the division at cost—about 35 
per cent less than could be 
obtained from private rental 
firms, he said: Motor pool rates 
are a dollar an hour, with a 
maximum of $12a day, plus five 
cents a mile, gasoline and oil 
provided. 

The Motor Pool car pool is 
another new economy measure 
and fuel saver. The five motor 
pools rent cars to 250 state 
employes daily. Reservations 24 
hours in advance are requested, 
Murphy said, and motor pool 
officials then try to match up 
travelers who could use one car 
instead of two, or three, or four. 
It’s not easy.

not be avoided on the question of 
whether the Granite City-Stallings-

Those who oppose annexation to 
BAC certainly had many op- 
portunities to speak out earlier, and 
were generally silent on the issue.

To avoid an election, citizens 
will need to avoid signing. But, as 
has been demonstrated so often, 
almost any petition can be suc- 
cessfully circulated as long as the 
number of required signatures is 
small. 

A committee studying the topic

Bakalis might gain state appointment but may not be the best candidate 


Anything can happen in politics, 
so it is possible that Dr. Michael 
Bakalis will succeed himself as state 
school superintendent when the elec- 
tive office becomes appointive at the 
end of this year. Many Quad-Cityans 
are hopeful, however, that someone 
else will be named. 

It seemed improbable at one 
time that Supt. Bakalis would be a 
strong contender, since he and Gov. 
Daniel Walker did not get along. 

The governor named a 
screening committee to propose 50 
potential State Education Board 
members, and he has just chosen 17 
from that list to serve on the new 
board and to choose a superin- 
tendent. 

Official relations between the 
two have warmed considerably and 
Dr. Bakalis this spring supported 
the governor’s budget proposal—a 
controversial budget which appears 
certain to assure severe financial 
hardship for local school systems. 

State school funding for the 
current fiscal year will be less than 
100 per cent of what was enacted, 
and for 1974-75 the shortfall may be 
of gigantic proportions. 


Figures currently being used to 
show that the squeeze may not be so 
bad actually hold out ‘little hope to 
the many districts like Granite City 
No. 9 which have been avoiding 
operating debt in an effort to con- 
duct their business responsibly. 

Acceptance of a situation in 
which the state lives up to far less 
than its solemn commitment to 
education does not reflect muth 
credit on the superintendent. 

Another factor worthy of con- 
sideration by the State Education 
Board is the caliber of services ren- 
dered from Springfield during the 
past four years. 

On paper, the current superin- 
tendent appears more 
knowledgeable than his 
predecessor, Ray Page. 

But Page surrounded himself 
with competent aides whose day-to- 
day performance drew high ratings 
and enabled him to win re-election. 
Some of those filling key positions 
under Dr. Bakalis ‘‘don’t have any 
real answers’’ when contacted by 
school districts and citizens, it is 
contended. 


Expansion of Nameoki Town Hall offers multiple benefits to residents 


As Nameoki Supervisor Louis 
Whitsell notes, it would be ap- 
propriate for a tangible project like 
a Town Hall expansion to be carried 
out with some of the considerable 
supply of federal revenue sharing 
funds made available to the town- 
ship. = 

Added space would enable the 
township to provide a helpful 
meeting place, courtroom and 
private public aid offices. 

All town offices could be cen- 
tralized at one location, saving rent, 


equipment and utility costs. And the 
project could be broadened to in- 
clude needed roof, insulation, air 
conditioning, door and wiring im- 
provements.

Real cooperation? How about airport?

Illinois authorities have been 
chided for seeking an early 
decision on the Columbia- 
Waterloo site for St. Louis’ new 
major airport. 

A look at the record will show 
why Illinois officials feel that it 
is time for the federal govern- 
ment to make a favorable 
decision. 

The.need for a new airport for 
St. Louis has been plainly shown 
in studies paid for by St. Louis 
taxpayers. 

The Columbia-Waterloo site 
was selected by a respected St.

It was only after these fin- 
dings by Missourians that the 
State. of Illinois became in- 
volved.

Town use of shared 
revenue is regulated 


SPRINGFIELD — Town- 
ships which have been spend- 
ing federal revenue sharing 
funds for public service proj- 
ects may be in for trouble in 
justifying their expenditures, 
under an opinion recently is- 
sued by the Ilinois attorney 
general and upheld in a feder- 
al opinion. 

Atty. Gen. William Scott, on 
a request by Rep. William D. 
Walsh, R-LaGrange Park, 
ruled recently that any town- 
ship or other local governing 
body receiving federal “reve- 
nue sharing money can only 
expend these on things they 
are authorized to spend their 
own funds on. Once it is deter- 
mined such an expenditure is 
valid, the local body is then 
governed, in addition, by a list 
of priorities in the federal law. 

‘These are listed as being the 
“ordinary and necessary 
maintenance and operating 
expenses for” a group of ac- 
tivities including public safe- 
ty, environmental protection, 
public transportation, health, 
recreation, libraries, social 
services for the poor or aged, 
and financial administration.

Traffic accidents are the 
scourge of youth, Michael J. 
Howlett, Illinois secretary of. 
state, said Friday night. 

Howlett discussed _ the 
responsibility of young people in 
traffic safety at the Illinois 
Youth Traffic Conference, 
sponsored by ‘the Governor's 
Traffic’ Safety Coordinating 
Committee. 

High school students and 
‘driver education instructors 
attended the conference, held at 
Decatur. 

“Tfaffic accidents are the 
leading killer of our young 
people,” Howlett said. 

“Older folk are more likely to 
die of heart trouble, cancer or 
some other disease.

“More than a third of all 
drivers in fatal accidents are 
under 25 years old. More than 16 
per cent are under 20.

Participation jumps in 
flood insurance program 


Gov. Dan Walker has an- 
nounced that there are 141 local 
government units participating 
in the Federal Fléod Insurance 
program and 6,849 individual 
flood insurance policies are in 
force. 

The individual policy figure 
represents a 17-fold increase 
over the total when Gov. Walker 
took office. 

In January 1973, there were 
only 30 local governments 


-participating in the low cost 


insurance program and only 386 
policies were in effect, even 
though the federal program had 
been in effect since 1968. - 

As a consequence, a large 
number of people have suffered’ 
severe, uninsured damage 
during heavy flooding in Ilinois* 
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in the last several years. 

Before individuals in flood 
prone areas can be insured, 
local government units must 
apply for eligibility from the-U. 
S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development and agree’ 
to adopt regulations to limit 
development in flood plains. 

The Governor’s Task Force 
on Flood Control has engaged in 
a major effort to encourage 
local governments to take 
advantage of the program and 
has provided aid in submitting 
their applications, 

Residents of flood plain areas, 


in which local government unit 
has obtained H.U.D. approval, 
may purchase flood insurance 
for which the federal govern- 
ment pays about 90 per cent of 
the ‘cost. 

‘Twenty-four counties and 117 
municipalities now are par+ 
ticipating, out of a total of 350 
local government units which 
the governor's task force iat 
as top priorities. 

Communities which have 
recently become eligible for the 
program are: Albany, Alton, 
East Alton, Green -Oaks, 
Gulfport, Hartford, Jersey

Percy said as recently as 
“two, three, four weeks ago” he 
did not believe the House would 
vote out a bill of impeachment, 
but an “erosion of confidence’’ 
now indicates that it will. 

“But there is no one that can 
predict what the Senate will 
do,’ he added. 

He is ‘doing considerable 
work” on the procedures for a 
Senate trial. 

“This is not to presume that 
we're going to have the case, 
but I think we have to be ready 
for it in the event that we do 
have it,” he said. 

“I have ascertained that we 
will carry on all of our business 
on a two-track basis, and have 
the trial running three or four 
hours. If we have it in the 
Senate, per day, so that the 
work of the Senate can be 
carried on a separate track.” 

Percy said one question he is 
exploring is whether the im- 
peachment trial, if there is to be. 
one, “should be open for public 
television and for telecasting.”’ 

He estimates a trial ‘‘would 
take several months,”’ the 
duration would depend on the 
House's preparation of its case 


and the time required for the 
defense. 

‘It depends on whether the 
President. appears personally 
and actually sits in’ the well of 
the Senate and is there and 
takes an active role, or whether 
he is represented only by his 
attorneys,”’ Percy said. 

In answer to a question on 
whether the President is 
reversing himself on certain 
issues to assure “34 friendly 
votes in the Senate,” Percy said 
he has ‘‘no first-hand evidence” 
of such a strategy. 

“But I've been very disturbed 
about indications I have that 
already a certain degree of 
activity.is under way to try to 
insure 34 votes,"’ he said.

Otherwise, the District shall 
estimate the monthly water 
consumption of such establish- 
ments and such estimate shall 
constitute the basis for the 
sewer service charge for such 
accounts.
